Lifted aloft beau tifu lly by a 
sleek Thor-Delta rock et, a sat­ 
ellite called relay slid i n t o 
or b i t Thu rsday night and 
soak ed u p solar energy in 
preparation for a series of 
commu nications experiments 
link ing 3 continents. 
.A little more than 3 hou rs 
after liftoff, as Relay com­ 
pleted its firit trip arou nd the 
earth, a spok esman for the 
N a t i on a l .Aeronau tics and 
Space Administration said it 
was in orbit and “the orbit 
look s extremely close to nom­ 
inal.” 
A nominal — or planned — 
orbit wou ld range from 8 00 to 
4,500 miles high and wou ld 
tak e Relay arou nd the globe 
once every 3 hou rs, 4 min­ 
u tes. Exact figu res will not be 
k nown u ntil Friday, however. 
Spectacu lar 
First contact with Relay will 
be made a few minu tes be­ 
fore 9 o’clock Friday morn­ 
ing. And if all goes well, the 
pu blic will witness a Christ- 
m a s television spectacu lar 
link ing 11 cou ntries in Eu rope 
and North America throu gh 
the miracle of Relay next 
Wednesday. The p r og r a m , 
which will be carried by all 
3 TV network s, will featu re 
yu letide preparations on both 
continents. 
The 3-stage, 8 7-foot rock et 
l e f t the p a d at 5:30 p.m. 
(CST), its flaming exhau st 
brilliantly illu minating t h e 
night sk y. Within 10 minu tes, 
officials confirmed that each 
of the 3 stages had performed 
as expected. 
At a news conference an 
hou r after lau nch, 
Robert 
Grey of NASA said, “t h e 
thing shou ld be abou t where 
we intended it to be.” 
Second Late 
Grey said the lau nch was 
only one second late, as the 
Thor-Delta chalk ed u p its 14th 
straight su ccessfu l mission. 
He said abou t the only prob­ 
lem that occu rred du ring the 
pre-lau nch activities was the 
formation of ice on the gan­ 
try early Thu rsday as t h e 
coldest weather of the centu ry 
ripped Florida. 
“We had to stop to k nock 
icicles off the gantry,” Grey 
said. 
The temperatu re was 39 de­ 
grees when the rock et blasted 
off. 
Relay, a first cou sin to the 
highly su ccessfu l Telstar sat­ 
ellite, was lau nched at a time 
when it wou ld receive maxi- 
m u m exposu re to su nlight 
du ring its first 4 orbits. This 
was necessary to allow the 
8 ,215 solar cells stu dding its 
8 -sided shape to convert solar 
energy into electrical energy 
to charge fu lly its storage 
batteries.

($28 ,000). BBC was allowed 
to k eep the recording. 
In trying to complete the 


record of the case, the pay 
office of the Qu een’s Bench 
at the Royal Cou rts of Ju s­ 
tice sent the millionaire the 
two-pou nd check . He ha(i it 
framed and mou nted on his 
office wall. 
When the check went u n- 
c a s he d , the pay office 
wrote ask ing him to cash it.

The 
millionaire 
replied 
that he wanted it for a sou ­ 
venir. T he pay office of­ 
fered Gu lbenk ian a copy of 
the check . 
“ I told them a

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Not Quite A Comedy 


Blessing In 
Disguise 


By WILLIAM 
Justice Departments efforts to indict 
the Communist Party here in the United 
States might appear on the surface as 
something of a farce but deeper in the 
affair are matters of significance. The gov­ 
ernment’s case seems to be all around the 
bush at trying to prove what everyone 
knows — what the party is and who its 
members are. But the Justice Department 
has one hurdle to jump and it is a legal 
one. 
While it may seem ridiculous, the gov­ 
ernment simply cannot declare the party 
subversive and jail its members. Actually, 
this is a blessing that 
many 
people 
might 
not 
recognize. 
Th e 
Justic e Department 
encounters difficulties 
not because anyone is seeking to protect 
the Communist Party in the United States. 
There are no loyal Americans who would 
not want Gus Hall and lus cohorts put out 
of circulation. This is not the first time, 
however, that this kind of situation has 
existed. The government has always been 
at odds with large numbers of the under­ 
world, p^ple who it knew to be living 
in violation of the law but who could not 
be legally convicted. 
But such cases embody the 
r e a l 
strength of the American system of jus­ 
tice. in many other lands throughout the 
world, there would be no trial for the 
Communist Party or whatever organization 
it might be if it were known to exist for 
the purpose of overthrowing the govern­ 
ment. Such organizations would simply be 
wiped out by imprisoning their member­ 
ship or by liquidating that membership. 
Unfortunately or otherwise, there is 
no in-between in the application of justice. 
There can never be a compromise of our 
principle of equal protection of the law or 
any exceptions to our rights as guaranteed 
in the Constitution. It might seem safe to 
say that in the case of the Communist 
Party, we are at liberty to declare it out­ 
lawed, which we have done, and proceed 
to get rid of its members. 


The FBI could go out today and ar­ 
rest a good many communists and over­ 
night reduce the Communist Party in the 
United States to nothing. But in so doing, 
we would run certain risks and sacrifice 
certain principles. There would be the risk 
of arresting some people who are believed 
to be communists but not known for sure 
as such. In this case, w’ho is given the 
benefit of the doubt and where is such 
benefit determined? Would the FBI be told 
to decide where doubt exists and how it 
should be applied? One would need to 
have no reservations at all about the in­ 
tegrity, abUity and skill of the FBI to see 
immediately that this kind of procedure 
w'ould be wrong. In fact, the FBI itself 
w’ould undoubtedly be vigorously opposed 
to any such police state action. 
Thus, the simple arrest of the mem-

bers of the Communist Party becomes a 
much more complicated thing than it might 
first appear to be. The House Committee 
on Un-.Amerlcan Activities is currently con­ 
ducting an investigation into the operations 
and objectives of certain so-called peace 
movements. The hearing is centered on the 
question of the communist leanings of 
these organizations and a number of wit­ 
nesses so far have taken the Fifth Amend­ 
ment in refusing to answer committee ques­ 
tions. In the eyes of some people, these 
uncooperative witnesses are communists, 
as is anyone who refuses to say under 
oath whether or not he is a communist. 
But such refusal woul d be dangerous 
grounds for conviction on charges of com­ 
munism. This nation is virtually loaded 
with people who would refuse to answer 
such a question for an endless variety of 
reasons, many of them matters of princi­ 
ple. 


There are others who w'oiild not hesi­ 
tate at all to deny any affiliation with the 
communist movement but it might well 
be so simply because they have a different 
ideological outlook on things, not because 
they are any more loyal to the United 
States. And of course, there are those who 
are communists who would not hesitate a 
moment to deny the fact under oath if it 
suited their purpose to do .so. .After all, 
an oath before God is of little meaning to 
a communist. 
The plain fact is that we cannot have 
guarantees against false arrest, against 
imprisonment without trial, against trial 
without counsel or a jury and against oth­ 
er encroachments upon our liberty and 
freedom unless we apply them to all peo­ 
ple and in ail circumstances. Such a sys­ 
tem as ours is one that must be univer­ 
sal and without compromise or exceptions. 
The very fact that the situation is as 
it is should be a thoughtful matter for the 
people of the rest of the world, particularly 
those in nations where 
individual liberty is an 
unknown thing. T h e 
frustrations that the 
Justice 
Department 
might experience in the prosecution of the 
Communist Party in the United States are 
not any sign of weakness or stupidity on 
our part but rather, a sign of great 
stren^h and basic trust in the dignity of 
mankind. 
The fact is that the Communist Party 
has not greatly flourished in this nation 
and never will. The nation is, for one 
thing, not a fitting environment for com­ 
munism which is a fact for w-hich we can 
all be grateful. And just as our under­ 
world characters never manage to survive 
their insults to society, so the Communist 
Party will never gain an ultimate Victory 
over the Justice Department, even though 
it may delay matters for what sometimes 
seems a ridiculous period of time and a

great expense to our government. 


Got Their Hands Full 


The country may have reservations on 
the wholesomeness of the Women’s Strike 
For Peace movement, but it does confess 
to covert fun w’hile the lady members 
give the congressional investigation com­ 
mittee the old what for. 
The committee should have read and 
marked Kipling’s observation that the fe­ 
male of the species is more deadly than 
the male. It started out to identify, if pos­ 
sible, the movement’s connection with the 
communists. It quickly found out some­ 
thing far more formidable. You can’t bully 
a bunch of women who have their dander 
up. 
A Mrs. Wilson took the Fifth .Amend­ 
ment 25 times in a short space of time. 
.All the committee got out of her was that 


she was born in Virginia and now lives in 
New York. A Mrs. Clinton took all the 
aha-ing out of the committee by saying 
that a group such as hers consisting of a 
half million women probably had some 
communists or former communists taking 
part, not because of their politics but be­ 
cause like everyone else they were fright­ 
ened over what might happen to the world 
if there is a nuclear war. 
It is a sobering experience for the in­ 
vestigators. They are finding out that 
aroused women do not need to invoke con­ 
gressional prerogatives in order to hold 
their own. It is now a question of whether 
prerogatives will prove defensive enough 
for the investigators. 
Conservatism-Negativism 


.An Associated Press survey in which 
state senators were interrogated, concludes 
that Nebraska will experience no broaden­ 
ing of its tax base during the 1963 legisla­ 
tive session. 
The survey was prompted bv the study 
conducted by Dr. Harold McClelland, Cali­ 
fornia economics professor, whose report to 
the legislative council proposed a low, flat 
rate income tax. 
A dozen senators-elect saw no prospect 
of a tax change. Another half dozen thought 
the prospect was questionable. One senator 
expressed doubts that legislators will read 
the .McClelland report. He said, “We live 
with an outdated tax system, hoping that 
spending requirements for service to citi­ 
zens will return to 50-year ago standards.” 
If the estimate of legislative attitude 
is correct then it will be only a replay of 
the approach of previous legislatures and 
a sign that Nebraska lawmakers feel that 


ignored problems contain the virtue of self­ 
solution. 
Some will call this conservatism. But 
it is not. There is nothing about true con­ 
servatism that ignores trying needs. It is, 
rather, a philosophy that applies to solving 
problems. It is quite different from a re- 
ksal to confront a problem. That is nega­ 
tivem. 
Nebraska would be more heartened if 
the legislature were to accept the .McClel­ 
land report as a subject raiser for an in­ 
formed debate to lay 
the 
question 
of 
whether or not the present tax system is 
just and adequate. If it is found to be nei­ 
ther, then the legislature has a serviceable 
use in considering the recommendations of 
the McClelland report or other proposals. 
But if the legislature can prove no substan­ 
tial criticism of the present system then it 
should make it of record and proceed to 
other questions.

Against Stevenson 


WASHINGTON. - For a 
long time American news­ 
men and State Department 
officials have talked about 
the “power struggle” going 
on inside the Kremlin chief­ 
ly between the forces of war 
and the forces of peace. 
We may not want to admit 
it, but a similar power strug­ 
gle has been going on inside 
the White House, and this 
is what the fireworks over 
Adlai Stevenson are all about. 
The power struggle does 
not involve the President as 
an active participant. He is 
in the middle. It involves 
Adlai Stevenson on one side 
and Dean .Acheson, former 
secretary of state leading the 
other side, latterly with pow­ 
erful support from John Mc- 
Cone. new head of Central 
Intelligence. In fact, McCone 
has now gone further t h a n 
Acheson as the dominant 
leader of the hard-line pre­ 
ventive-war group. 
The power struggle really 
began shortly before John F. 
Kennedy’s inauguration when 
Acheson did his best to spike 
Adlai Stevenson for secre­ 
tary of state, and succeeded. 
T h e 
Acheson bitterness 
against Stevenson is one of 
the worst-kept secrets of be­ 
hind-the-scenes Washington, 
nobody knows exactly how 
or where it began, but it 
may have started when Ste­ 
venson ran for president in 
1952 and did not take Ach­ 
eson, then s e c r e t a r y of 
state, as his chief foreign 
policy adviser.

The court affirmed that all U N. members 
were obliged to share equally in the peace- 
enforcement expenses of the U.N. and the 
U.N. adopted the court’s opinion. 
But that is far from the end of the 
affair. The Soviet bloc and France have 
flatly stated they will not pay their assess­ 
ment for U.N. operations in the Congo. 
The two nations, therefore, have turned 
thumbs down on the World Court as well 
as the U.N. The action may or may not 
be fatal for the U.N. The World Court 
will continue but it is shown again to be 
a long way from an effective arm of inter­ 
national law. 
For the U.N., the action is a serious 
one as it involves the financial stability of 
the organization. It is a fact that the 
world body could fail as easily 
f r om 
bankruptcy as it could from any political 
matter. If the U.N. is bankrupt, it cannot 
function as a peace-maker and would, in 
that case, be stripped of what has become 
a major area of responsibility for it. 
In all of, this intricate international 
competition, we find that the amalgamation 
of nations is still but a dream and subject 
to the more inherent ties of nationalism. 
We find that nations of the world still 
are not prepared to sit as equals among 
themselves as they do within their own 
boundaries.

cation programs. 


Only Georgia indicated a 
possible dissent. Dr. Harry L. i 
B r o w n , president of t h a t 
state's Farm Bureau, told the 
convention his group reserved 
the right to take a contrary ^ 
position on the farm control 
issue. No roll call votes were 
f taken.

The convention defeated on 
a voice vote an attempt to 
commit the farm organization 
to support the current govern­ 
ment interest rate of 2 % a 
year on rural electrification 
and telephone loans to estab­ 
lished power cooperatives and 
other borrowers. 
Interest Rate 
The convention said the in­ 
terest rate charged by' the 
government should be based 
on the cost of money to the * 
government. In some recent 
years the cost has been more 
than 2 per cent. 
The federation d e c l a r e d 
there should be no reduction 
in federal income taxes unless 
the government’s spending is 
reduced 
by 
an 
equivalent 
amount. 
President Kennedy 
has said he will ask Congress 
for a tax reduction. 
Resolutions were amended 
from the floor to call upon 
states to do their own legis­ 
lative 
redislricting and ap­ 
portionment and not wait for 
federal courts to do it for 


them. Manv states face the 
issue of legislative redistrict- 
ing 
because 
of 
population 
changes, 
particularly urban 
increases and rural decreases. 
The convention adjourned 
after formally approving 12 
directors selected by regional 
meetings of delegates. It also 
approved the re-election of 
Mrs. Haven Smith of Chap­ 
pell. Neb., as chairman of«the 
Farm Bureau’s women’s com­ 
mittee.

tion and other Nazi proced­ 
ures to limit population would 
follow.”

Mrs. Ulla Lindstrom, Swed-j 
ish minister of state, cited 
population growth as an im­ 
portant factor affecting econ^; 
omic and social progress. She 
said the United Nations must; 
find out how they are relat-| 
ed.

The whole resolution was; 
adopted 43-14, with the United 
States voting for it. 


The 
key 
vote, 
however, 
came on a clause which says: 
“ The United Nations should 
give technical assistance as 
requested by governments for 
national projects 
and pro­ 
grams dealing with the p-ob- 
lems of population.” 


This 
phraseology 
w as 
adopted by a vote of only 37- 
27. Opponents will have a 
c h a n c e to knock out this 
clause when the as.sembly 
acts on the resolution n e x t 
week.

Wa y will confide tha t George Myra of Mia mi will riddle the 
Cornhusker pa ss defense. (Ma ybe this clique sa w Monte 
Deere lob the Sca rlets out of the pa rk in the Okla homa 
ga m e.l 
Still the Hurrica nes rema in the sentimenta l a nd bet­ 
ting fa vorites to whip the Huskers. Mira , of course, is 
the key. He’s a colorful kid with Spa nish ba ckground 
a nd his pa ssing ma gic is well known. 
Nebra ska — the m od e r n Cornhuskers, tha t is — just 
isn’t so fa milia r to the current Da mon Runya n cha ra c­ 
ters who tra verse the best known street in the world. 
Admittedly, trying to a dd up a ll the whys a nd where­ 
fores into a solid rea son for predicting the winner is a 
difficult job. 
Strong Points 
Both tea ms ha ve strong points:

NU ha s 
a big line which boa sts better tha n a vera ge speed . . . 
Nebra ska ha s a wide-open offense (the throttle wa s closed 
slightly during the la tter pa rt of the regula r sea son), a 
better tha n a vera ge rushing defense.

.Mia mi—The Hurrica nes ha ve wha t most fa ns la bel 
the most exciting qua rterba ck in college footba ll, Mira . 
He’s a quick, a ccura ge pa sser who doesn’t w'a ste a sec­ 
ond spotting a receiver a nd getting rid of the ba ll (ma k­ 
ing it tough to put a rush on him). He’s a lso elusive 
enough to da rt through sma ll openings when extreme 
pressure is a pplied. Mia mi a lso ha s some a ble ba cks— 
pa rticula rly a t fullba ck—severa l good receivers a nd a 
good-sized line which a t times during the regula r sea ­ 
son wa s tremendously potent. 
Weak Points 
Both tea m s ha ve possible wea knesses which ca n be 
exploited: 
Nebra ska —Okla homa found NU’s pa ss defense lea ky

The Eisenhower administra-1 
tion official who testified was 
Felix E. Wormser, a former 
assistant interior secretary. 
The subcommittee disclosed 
that Me Kay, who left th e 
Eisenhower administration in 
’956 to run for the Senate, ap­ 
pealed for extension of the 
lapsing chrome-buying p ro ­ 
gram for Grant’s Pass, Ore., 
in a letter during his cam­ 
paign to Defense Mobilization 
Director .\rthur S. Flemming. 
Shortly afterward, F 1 e m- 
ming advised Me Kay that 
the program was being ex­ 
tended for 3 years 
Recommended 
Wormser said he had first 
recommended against the ex­ 
tension but later wrote Flem- 


ming reversing the recom­ 
mendation. He said he did so 
under pressure from members 
of Congress from California, 
Oregon, Washington, Alaska.

Wormser read portions of a 
statement made by Murray, 
former Senate interior chair­ 
man, at a hearing by the Mur­ 
ray group in 1957.
